In arriving at the computed probable Population of Ireland, on the 31st of March 1859, the 
annual excess of births over deaths, which has been calculated on the average of births over 
deaths in England and Wales, according to the reports of the Registrar General, viz. : 1 birth to 31, 
and 1 death to 45 of the population, has been added, and tbe number of emigrants from each county 
in each year since the 31st of March 1851, has been deducted from that excess.
